Last, Oct, 25 wire .'•ervJce stories quoted the 
Bituminous Conl Institute to the cttcct that 
the United States then pos,sessed one of the 
urcatest conl stockpiles In Us history, con- 
sisting of Approximately 100.000,000 tons. 

Exactly one week later. Nov. 1, the depart- 
ment of Interior, headed by Sec. Harold L, 
Ickos. announced that there was on hnnd a 
Hlockplle of 100,000,000 ton.s of coal. LhC 
second largest In history. 

It would seem dKflcult to pet a quarrel out 
ot that. l)ut Honest Harold iitver Is daunted 
by seeming Impos-slbllUlcs, While his Interior 
department vas agreeing with the Bitumi- 
nous Coal Institute's estimate. Harold L. Ickes 
as solid fuels administrator tor war was writ- 
ing to Oen. Mgr. Harry L. Vnwter of the 
Institute a letter bristling with the milder 
Ickes Invective. 

"Deliberate mlslntcrpretiitlon" followed 
the seventh word. "Reckless" and "false" and 
"Ignorance" and "ml.'ichlcvoiis" led up lo 
"public mlsrepresenlallon" and "niendacloii.s" 
and "Mr. Vnwtcr's hot air." 

Sandwiched liberally amoiiR the adjectives 
were masses of statistics both controversial 
and belligerent. Yet nowhere did ho mentlor 
that, simultaneously with his dictation ot thl; 
letter, his alter ego. the secretary of the In- 
terior, was agreeing with what the letter, 
purported to dispute.

. duce 000,000,000 tons this year, comparec 
With BBD.000,000 In 1342, 

It will produce almost exactly the sami 
as In I0J3— about 5B0.O00.00O tons plus one oi 
two millions, with luck.

MORK TAXES 

The Issue between tho treasury and c 
gross In regard to the new tux program Is by 
, no means clear cut. Both sides arc right and 
both sides are wrong. Wo never will get any- 
where taking one side or the other Indls- 
crlmlnatlngly. 

The treasury Is right In contending that as 
much as 10 billions in new taxes should be 
raised (or the double purpose of helping to 
finance the war with n minimum of borrow- 
Ins and of helping to control Inflation. 

The treasury is right In arguInK that with 
national Income up $80,000,000,000 and taxes 
up only SI 0,000.000,000. there ia ample new 
money available with which to finance a fur- 
ther 510,000.000,000 Increase. The most ele- 
mentary mathematics shows that after meet^ 
Ing the proposed boost, we sljould still have 
In excess ot 550,000.000,000 " more Income, 
above taxes, than formerly. 

Yet congress Is right In inslstlnff that wc 
can not pay the additional 510,000.000,000 the 
treasury proposes. We can't, that Is It taxes 
continue to be raised by the old unscientific. 
Idcologlcai. class - conscious hit - and - miss 
methods. 

When taxation reaches the level now pro- 
posed, or even that already nttalned. It runs 
Into difficulties that weren't particularly Im- 
portant at pre-war levels. Chief among those 
difficulties are four that interlock. 

First Is the matter of the distribution of 
national Income In general. Second, Is tho 
matter ot the distribution of war Increases In 
workers' Incomes. 

These two distributions arc as nearly com- 
plete opposites ns It Is possible lor them to he.
